agent J. B. Moll, as defendants. 
Robert A. Dempster, city attor­

plaintiff. The suit is scheduled to 
be tried during the August term 
of court. 
The action is an outgrowth of 
an accident here January 9, while 
Mr. Beck was helping to repair a 
city street light on North Kings - 
highway near 
Ernest 
Harper’s 
home. Mr. Beck was 
on a 
light 
pole on the west 
side 
of 
the 
street 
fifteen 
feet 
above 
the 
ground and fastened to the pole 
by a belt and 
climber. 
Harry 
Hambrick, another city employe, 
was working in the same position 
on the east side of Kingshighway, 
At the time of the accident, the 
two men were attaching a cable 
which supported a light hanging 
in the center of the street. 
At­ 
tached to the cable and extending 
down from the light were 
two 
electric wires, each black colored 
and a fourth-inch in diameter. 
J. B. Moll, who was 
driving
